GIFTS TO TROOPS. 


RECEPTION OF THE INNISKILLEINGS 
AT ASHMOUN. 


A notable feature of the reconnaissance 
march which is being undert»ken through a 
number of towns and villages of the interior 
by » eqoadron of the 6th Ixniskilling Dra- 
goons, is the empressement which the native 
notables of the various districts are showing 
to make the slay of the troops as peatant as 
possible, 

The latest instance of native hospitality 
to the troops comes from Asbmoun, where 
yeaterday the Dragoons were the object of 
marked attention on the part of Mohamed 
Wahid Bey, a well-known Cairo resident, who 
has considerable estates at Ashmoun. To mark 
the passage of the Britich troops through 
that district Wabid Boy presented each officer 
of the eqnadron with a packet containing a 
very tasteful souvenir card, bearing a suita- 
ble inscription in English and containing a 
local view, a box ot Havana cigars, a box 
of 100 cigarettes (King brand), a box of 
noogat, and a tin of biscuits, T'o each man he 
gave a packet containing a souvenir card, 
a box of 100 cigarettes, chocolate, anda tin 
of biscuite. These gifts were accompanied 
by the following letter to the officer in com- 
mand : 

Dear Sir,—On the occasion of the passage of a 
squadron of the Inniskilling Dragoons under your 
command through the markaz of Ashmoun in the 
neighbourhood of my lands, I have much pleasure in 
asking you to accept the accompanying articles as a 
present for the officers aud mess and as a token of 
my admiration of the grand work of reform carried 
on by the British in Egypt and my appreciation of 
the great services rendered to this country by the 
brave troops of his Majesty King Edward, in which,

The Department have recently 
arranged for the installation of a large coal 
handling plant at the harbour of Port Sadan, 
and the contract for the work bes, during the 
past few days, been awarded to the Cleveland 
Bridge and Engineering Co., of Darlington.The 
instafistion will consist of four transporters 
each’ e'eotrically controlled, and each capable 
of dealing with 150 tons of obal. At the rear of 
the transporters will be established a large 
covered-in storage shed, which will ran parallel 
to the quay, and havea length of over 1,000 
feet, and a gantry, with travelling crane, of a 
length of 860 feet.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN SYNDICATE, LTD. 


A CLAIM FOR £1,000 DAMAGES 
DISMISSED. 


Before Mr. Jastioe Jelf, in the High Court, 
last week, the Securities Conversion Association 
sought to recover from the Anglo-Egyptian 
Syndicate, Limited, upwards of £1,(00, which 
defendants were said to have agreed to pay to 
or on behalf of the plaintiff. Defendan 
denied liability as to a portion of the amounot 
claimed. 

It appeared from the opening statement of 
Mr. Lushington, for plaintiffs, that his clients 
in 1904 sought to buy some land in Egypt on 
which to grow cotton, and employed Sir 
Douglas Fox’s engineering firm to report apon 
it. The parchase was not completed, and 
defendants bought the report, paying to the 
firm of Sir Dquglas Fox £145 183 6d, and, 
afterwards, to the plaintiffs £100 on account 
of the balance due. No farther sum being 
paid, plaintifts applied for judgment onder 
Order XIV. The Master gave them judg- 
ment for £100, leaving the question whether 
defendants were obliged to pay the balance to 
be tried. He submitted that defendants were 
liable, under the sgreement, for the amount 
of the obligation plaintiffa were under to Sir 
Donglas Fox as soon as they issued the 
report for prospectus purposes, which had 
undoubtedly been done. 

Mr. Moreton Smith, for defendants, argued 
that the amount was not payable until the 
purchase of the property was completed. In 
any oase, the claim was premature, as under 
the agreement between the defendants and Sir 
Douglas Fox’s firm the eum in dispute had not 
yet bacome payable. .

There is a very remarkable passage in Prince 
Hohenlohe’s Memoirs, which is of special inte- 
reat to the Levant. It is dated “Mount Carmel, 
January 16, 1849,” and anticipates in # remark- 
able way modern German policy ‘in the Near 
East, setting up the following theses :— 
“The influence of Germany in the East is cal- 
calated (1) to give Germany more power in 
every way ; (2) to promote German trade and 
eventually colonization. In order.to establish 
this inflaence the religious element of the 
Catholic clergy ought to be employed. More 
attention ought to be devoted to this subject.” 
With a vision prophetic of Lord Beaconafield’s 
policy, Prince Hohenlohe, in the course of a 
long memorandum, advocates the ultimate 
acquisition by Germany, if only she were 
“anited, strong, and well-armed,” of islands in 
the Levant, and especially of Cypras. Ia the 
event of a partition of Tarkey “Germany could 
fish ont (sic) Cyprus and more in the general 
distribution. If by the pacific method of a 
treaty with the Torkish Government, or if, in 
a cataclysm of the Bastern quastion, we could 
get Cypras and Rhodes, or something else, we 
should be acquiring a capital refage for-thous- 
ands of proletariane ; we should obtain harbours 
and a mercantile marine, a navy and sailors. 
Nor must Syria and Asia Minor be left ont of 
account, and we must do oor best to check 
the Rossians and the Boglish in these regions, . 
to which end it is above all necessary not to 
send any Protestant Bishops and missionaries 
thither, but to create for ourselves a base by 
means of the Catholic world ofthe Bast. 
German Consulates oocupied by able men are 
one of the most important concerns. of the 
Ministry. Bat bad Consals are worse than 
none. A Consal in the East ought to bea 
Catholic, he ought to know Oriental laagasges, 
to be ‘ekilfal and experienced: in «matters: of 
business, and:the Consul-General ‘ought ‘to be 
in every regard a good diplomatist. Till now 
(1849) what has been known of Aastria in the 
East is not much good ;. of:Prussia all that is 
known is that she enpports the Protestant 
Bishop and promotes the conversion of the 
Jews in Jerusalem; of ‘Germany’ nothing at 
all is known. It is one of the most depressing 
sensations to travel asa German in the Bast. 
I lament more than ever the wretched way in 
which the period immediately succeeding the 

revolution was let slip without our having 
' taken any effective and thorough measares—a

“You suggest the sinking of our transports,” 
he observed. ‘We need hardly contemplate 
even that, I think.

You would then take a section of 
the expeditionary corps prisoners and assume 
their keep, or save yourselves this burden by 
releasing them. At any rate, even if you 
anoceeded in catching us all we should not 
feel the loss of 50,000 or even 100,000 oat 
of 6,000,000.” The Germans, he maintained, 
were quite ready to accept the possibility of 
an expeditionary force being cat off from its 
base. But if our fleet cannot prevent their 
landing they cared nothing for what it did 
afterwarda. 

Landing, he observed, would be hazardous 
only if Great Britain were a savage country, 
bot, as it was, the troops, once landed, would 
find nomerous sources of supply, not to men- 
tion plenty of guns and ammunition in, oor 
arsenals, and as numbers of horses could be 
commandeered, the lightest equipment would 
anffice to enable them to make an immediate 
tush for London. Every detail of the country 
ia aconrately known, and it would astoond 
most Englishmen, and doubtless Mr. Hal- 
dane, to hear a German officer refer to 
farmers and prominent inhabitants of little 
country villages in England as the owners of 
so many horsss and carta or motor-cars. 
In fact a German invading force would find 
itself as much at home in our winding 
lanes as on the straight chansées of Ger- 
many.
